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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are still pending for examination 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -9 and 17-20 drawn to an apparatus and method comprising the 
steps of: a) receiving a request for logging into an account on a web site; 
b) recursively performing the following steps: i) saving the request into 
instruction file ... ; ii) transmitting the request for logging into the web site 

iii) receive response from the web site ...; and transmitting request, 
classified in Class 713, subclass 182. 

II. Claims 1 0-1 6 drawn to a computer system comprising a server and an 
administrative client, the server comprising: a) a site database b) an 
instruction set database ...; c) an authentication database and a login 
unit, classified in Class 713, subclass 155. 

3. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed of Invention I, claims 1-9 
and 17-20, does not require the particulars of the subcombination: a) a site database 
b) an instruction set database c) an authentication database ...; and the 
subcombination Group 2, claims 10-16, does not require: steps of: a) receiving a 
request for logging into an account on a web site; b) recursively performing the following 
steps: i) saving the request into instruction file ... ; ii) transmitting the request for logging 
into the web site ...; iii) receive response from the web site ...; and transmitting request. 
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4 For example, the searches for these two inventions would not be co-extensive 
because these groups would require different searches on PTO's classification class 
and subclass as following: 

1) The Group I search (claims 1-9 and 17-20) would require use of search class 
71 3, subclass 1 82 (which would not required for the group II). 

2) The Group II search (claims 10-16) would require use of search class 713, 
subclass 155 (which would not required for the group I).
